It is estimated that there are over 
155,876 ‘free homesteads open for en‘ 
try in the three prairie provinces, 
Manifoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
This means that over 25,000,000 acres 
are being given away for less than 
ten cents an acre. . The entry fee for 
one homestead of 160 acres being $10 
will mean tliat when all these home- 
steads are disposed of the government 
will have received $1,558,760 for twen- 
ty-five million acres of land. Of these 
homesteads, 118,134 are located ad- 
jacent to the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way, and 35,000 of them are within 
twenty mile. of existing C.N.R. lines, 
many of these being within two or 
three miles of a railway service. 


Full detailed information as to 
where these homesteads are, the na- 
ture of the soil and the general des- 
cription of the country in which they 
are located, is given in a pamphlet re- 
cently issued ty the Canadian North- 
ern Railway. 

The pamphlet is beautifully printed 
with three-color half tones, the cover 
representing a recently arrived immi- 
grant driving away from the village 
out to his homestead.

jin respect to “the internationally il- 
legal. traffic in arms pursued by the 
Belgian government” in the Congo. 
Sir B. Grey having pointed out that 
“steps are being taken hy the Belgian 
government to rémedy the evil,” Mr. 
Morel replies that that statement 
does not appear to be in any sense 
conclusive. He states that the traffic 
in ivory and rubber ‘still goes on in 
which payment is made to the natives 
in gtns and ammunition. He con- 
cludes: “The evil in question is a 
creation of the Belgian government's 
predecessors. It has been perpetu- 
ated ever since annexation by the 
Belgian administration. The Belgian 
administration has admittedly obtain- 
ed large sums by thus carrying on a 
traffic which is an-offence against the 
law of nations, and which, as Acting- 
Consul Armstrong remarks, is a posi- 
tive menace to the tranquility- not 
only of the Belgian Congo, but also 
of the neighboring colonies.

On June 16, 1810, the Sabrina, a Brit | 
ish sloop of war, observed smoke aris- 
ing from the sea near St. Michael, oft | 
the Azores, and made for it, believing | 
that a naval engagement was in prog- 
ress. Her crew found, however, veeated 
great tongues of flame were issuing’!

A BABEL OF TONGUES. -, 


Half a Hundred Languages, Perhaps, 
In the Philippines. 

The natives of the I’billppines are 
known to hare at least twenty-five 
languages, and some students of the 
ethnology of the islands have express- 
ed the belief that they have more than 
double that number of distinct tongues. 
For purposes of study they are gener- 
ally put in two groups: 

Virst.—The languages of the. Negri- 
tos, supposedly descendants of the ab- 
original population of the islands, who 
are distributed in scattered tribes in 
the interior of the larger islands. 

Second.—The languages of the vari- 
ous Malay tribes which make up the 
bulk of the population—Christian, Mo- 
bammedan and pagan. 

It cannot be said that the Philippine 
languages possess any very consider- 
able literary value. The old native 
manuscripts inscribed on leaves or 
strips of cane have practically all been 
lost. American students of the islands 
bave found the scanty native literature 
in religious writings, indifferent poetry 
fits primitive newspapers.

The one invariable rale of the ex. 


flowers, annuals and perennials, and 
of some vegetables must be planted 
indoors, nursed into sturdy growth be- 
fore the season is come for outdoor 
planting and “grown on,” as the gar- 
dener expresses it, 80 that they may 
be set in the oo. po a8 soon as 
the spring is sufficiently advanced 
to make the transplanting safe. 

For starting seeds indoors it is best 
to make use of shallow boxes some 
three or four inches deep. The florists 
call these “flats,” and a visit to any 
florist’s shop will supply the beginner 
with an idea of their construction. 
Avoid making them too wide or too 
long, for when filled with earth they 
are heavier than you would imagine. 
In the bottom of the boxes drill quar- 
ter inch holes and over these set bits 
of broken flowerpots. Fill in first 
with coarse earth, to which sand or 
ashes may be added to insure good 
drainage. Toward the top add finer 
earth until the surface layer, half. an 
inch deep is of soil that is finely pul- 
verized. For very small seed fill the 
“flat” to within a quarter of an inch 
of the top of the box, sow the seeds 
lightly, making sure of as uniform 
distribution as possible, and 23 
these’ in place with a board.

Worms That Eat Iron. 


A feasible explanation of the dis- | 
ease which attacks old metal coins is | 
suggested by the recent discovery of 
some Italian engineers of a microbe 
which feeds on iron.
